Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section 
made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described 
in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-26 and 49 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by WO 00/15703. 
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4. Patentees disclose a foamed cellular article having the claimed 
apparent density and the claimed amount of blowing agent after being 
foamed with a greater amount of blowing agent initially in the foam 
able composition. 

It would have been inherent that the foamed particles would 
have had the claimed amount of blowing agent after sitting at room 
temperature after a predetermined time. Note that the abstract calls 
for a content of 2% organic blowing agent and on page 7 of the patent 
4% of the organic blowing agent can be employed in making the foam 
having the claimed apparent density. Pages 3 and 4 explain the 
purpose of the foamed polymer having such a high apparent density 
(so that it can be shipped to another destination and further foamed 
there to reduce the cost of shipping a higher volume foam).
